The City Light and Traction com­ 
pany, of Sedalia, has some important 
im provem ents to De made in the near 
future and plans betterm ents of the 
service for the greatly increased num­ 
ber of patrons through the installation 
of 
new 
apparatus at a considerable 
expenditure of money. 
The company has just signed up a 
contract with the officials of the Mis­ 
souri, K ansas & Texas Railway com­ 
pany to furnish 
electric 
light 
and 
power for the company car shops here 
which will necessitate the additional 
investm ent by the City 
Light 
and 
T raction company and 
OOO. 
M anager S. B. Irelan, of the local 
company, has ordered 
materials 
al­ 
ready for this improvement and the 
construction will be started immedi­ 
ately on the arrival of the necessary 
equipment. Just as soon as the proper 
changes can be made, which will be in 
a very short time, the shops will do 
away with all steam* driven apparatus 
and 
operate electrically. 
For this 
particular service alone 400 additional 
horsepower is necessary. 
The proposition 
of 
installing 
the 
electric power has been under consid 
eration for some time past, and Mr. 
It Alan seem ed highly pleased at th* 
contract being entered into. 
Monday morning Mr. Irelan received 
a m essage from the New York office*- 
of the Henry L. Doherty company an 
th o rn in g the construction of an ic* 
storage building on W est Main street. 
This will necessitate the expenditurt 
of $15,000 more and will greatly in 
crease the output of ice from the Se­ 
dalia ice .m anufacturing plants of the 
City Light and Traction company. 
The ice storage plant w ill be 80 feet 
long, 32 feet high and 28 feet wide. 
It will have capacity of 12,000 tons of 
ice, and will be situated between th* 
two buildings of the Lemp Brewing 
company on W est Main street.

was the topic of a forceful address de­ 
livered at the first regular meeting of 
the Nehem gar club for the club year 
Thursday night by Judge Selden P 
Spencer, of St. Louis. 
Judge Spencer in his address cited 
some rem arkable things to his audi­

In his rem arks he stated that the 
eastern coast of the United States was] 
guarded by only 6,400 troops, and thai 
in case of w ar only enough ammuni­ 
tion was on hand to last bul forty-five 
minutes in quick action. 
Judge Spencer stated that Panama 
was better fortified than any other 
place, anti that the am m unition supply 
there was larger than at any other 
point and this was only sufficient to 
run an hour and a halt in action. 
His statements seemed amazing to 
i he audience and 
in 
continuing 
he 
stated the total capacity of output of 
American am m unition manufacturers 
is equivalent to only one-eighth of the 
daily munitions used at the front 
the French arm y. 
"It takes years of preparation,” 
said, "to prepare for a formidable 
tense.” 
Judge Spencer stated that in civil 
w ar times preparedness was easy as 
compared w ith the present time. as 
the chiel w arfare methods were the 
old arm y musket and cannon, the am­ 
m unition tor which could be supplied 
from any num ber of sources. 
The speaker advocated strongly the 
adoption of the Swiss system of train­ 
ing school boys in m ilitary work, and 
added that he would like to see the 
boys in school between the ages of 12 
and 18 years given daily drills, and 
that after they reached the age of 18 
they b<* required each year to spend 
two weeks in some training camp tor 
d rill and target practice.

In Good Condition. 


The season for gathering nectar is 
now' past and colonies of bee's a rr 
preparing for the winter. 
This is tim 
season for robbing, since the bees 
have little to do except guard their j 
stores or try to relieve some weak 
colony of part or all of its stores. 
Honey or other sweets should not be 
exposed at this season and where ii 
is necessary to go into a hive sm ear­ 
ing the honey should be avoided. Se­ 
lect the latter part of a warm after­ 
noon and do not keep the hive open 
longer than necessary. 
Much of 
he 
supposed w inter 
loss 
and 
spring 
dandling is due to robbing at this sea­ 
son. 
Robbing should not. be mistaken 
for the normal activity of a hive. 
To 
avoid trouble restrict the entrances 
of especially the w eaker stands. 
To make sure that the bees enter 
the w inter in good condition, see that 
each stand has a sufficient supply 
of 
honey, which 
m eans 
about 
thirty 
pounds. 
Exam ine the hives and se* 
that they have not settled to one side 
and that they pitch slightly forward. 
Make sure th e hives are not cracked 
and that the covers fit well and see 
that they stand 
on 
well 
drained 
ground not too much exposed to the 
w inter winds. 
Give a colony of bees 
plenty of good honey, a dry hive and 
enough protection to prevent the too 
rapid change of tem perature inside the 
hive ami it will escape winter injury 
and sprint? dwindling. 
A little atten ­ 
tion given the bees at tbs time will 
mean much to them later. 
In Missouri most bees are wintered 
out doors. 
Some hives are wrapped 
with roofing felt or gunny sacks, while 
others are 
sheltered 
with 
fodder, 
straw , boards or leaves. 
In providing 
such shelter, leave the entrance open 
and avoid the use 
of 
any 
shelter 
which may become soaked with snow 
and rain and make the brood cham ­ 
ber damp. 
Generally speaking. 
Missouri 
bee­ 
keepers secured an abundant supply 
of surplus honey this year and bees 
are 
now' in fine shape for entering 
the w inter so that with proper at­ 
tention at this time they will be in 
prim e condition for the next clover 
crop.— L. basem an, Missouri College 
of Agriculture.

As first produced it was green In 
color and had such a disgusting odor 
and v ile taste that there was little 
danger from it.

account of its 
cheapness the chemists began to pu­ 
rify it and

form, which can not be told by color 
from grain alcohol. 
Though 
not so 
agreeable either to taste or smell as 
grain alcohol, it has not the disgust* 
ing properties of the early product. 
Wood alcohol is sold under differ­ 
ent names, Columbia spirits, cologne 
spirits, purified wood alcohol, stand­ 
ard wood spirits, Manhattan spirits, 
etc. It has 
been 
considerably used 
for the adulteration of grain alcohol 
and In the 
manufacture 
of various 
tinctures, such 
tis 
Jamaica 
ginger, 
compound spirits 
of 
lavender, and 
essence of lemon. 
Oftentimes drug 
atones do not paste a caution or poi­ 
son label on the bottles. It has many 
uses in the arts, such 
as 
dissolving 
shellac, making 
varnishes, artificial 
leather, 
celluloid. 
stiffening 
hats 
lacquering brass and photography. 
Taken internally it is a deadly poi 
son. frequently causing 
rapid death. 
Where death does not 
occur perma­ 
nent blindness often results. It is not

taining wood alcohol, or those using 
it as a fuel in lamps and stoves may 
obtain enough iii lite shape of fumes 
to produce blindness err death.
